This forenoon, Billy Forttmycr, the 


turnkey at tbe county jail, was engaged 
in cleaning up the jail courl or dining 
hall in the bastile, whih as he thought 
all Ibe prisoners were in the cell depart- 
ment. Ibe side doors in tbe iron parti- 
tion were closed and securely fastened. 
Bui one of ihe prisoners named "Snooz?," 
one of Ibe fellows charged with robbing 
Johnny Brewer, had hidden himself un- 
der a table In the hall and waited there 
watching bis opportunity to escape. At 
about 10 o'clock Billv Forstmyer left tbe 
Jail court, but believing thai all ihe pris- 
oners were safe behind tbe grating, be 
failed to securely lock tbe big iron door, 
simply dropping the lever which can be 
easily lifted by anybody. While Billy 
was absent in the silling room parl of 
the sheriff's residence, "Snooze" came 
from his hiding place to the door, aid 
wilh a small wire hook fastened to the 
end of a stick lifted the bar and opened 
Ihe door. He could easily have obtained 
bis liberty, but be wanted the balance of 
the prisoners lo go with him. Accord- 
ingly he grasped the windlats and com- 
menced lifting the two side doors on the 
inside tbat would allow tbe balance of tbe 
crowd lo come into the ball. Tbe noise 
occasioned by ' Snooze's" movement, was 
heard by Mrs. Forstmyer and Billy, and 
both ran inlo ihe jail office. Eigbl or ten 
of ihe prisoners were then at the open 
door, in ihe act of rushing oul, headed by 
"Snooze;" but nolhing daunled, Mrs. 
Forstmyer bravely rushed lo the door and 
grasped one of the jail-birds by the 
ihrop.i and caugbl another by the arm, al 
tbe sam« nine kicking at ihe crowding 
prisoners. 
By her dauniless pluck and 


almosl superhuman strength, she succeed- 
ed in blocking up Ihe door unlil Billy 
could hurry inlo the silling-room aud gel 
a double-barreled shot-gun, loaded wilh 
No. 3 buck-shot and bird shot. Tbe pris- 
oners were about 10 overpower the brave 
woman when Billy returned lo the office 
wilh the gun, and without losing a mo- 
ment's lime, Buly raised. lh§ .gun lo 
bis shoulder and .banged away at the jail 
breakers, Ibe loads just missing his moth- 
er's head, "Snao'/e ' Iben made a bretik 
for ihe open door of Ihe office and lit out 
oiTa rapid run, jumping lh"^ .fenfce on ihe 
Waterttreet side of'' the^lot, 'and riftining 
wcslonWashingtonst: Meantime the shots 
fired by Billy caused ihe balance of ihe 
prisoners lo hurry back into Ihe jail court, 
— some of them fulling over each olher to 
get out of range of the gun — and lue door 
was then securely locked 
Seeing that 


the door was all ngbl, Billy grasped his 
gun again and started after "Snooze." 
Very forlunalely Depuly Circuit Clerk 
Henry McClellan happened lo be coming 
up lown from his residence, al Ihe corner 
of South Mam and Washington sis , and 
met "Snooze" running aear his house — 
Henry thought possibly something was 
wrong, or the man wouldn't be in such a 
desperate hurry to getaway, and so the 
fleelntt prisoner was stopped on suspicion. 
Had It not been for Henry's hasty decis- 
ion, the prisoner would have gained bis 
liberty. "Snooze" wat brought back and 
put behind tbe bars. 


None of tbe prisoners were falally in- 


jured. 
Tom Clark got tbe bulk of the 


loads in bis arms, which are lacerated and 
covered with blood, and young Heffner 
got a dose on his arms and several shots 
ridged the side of bis face. Chas. Holmes 
also got a shot or two in his head. Tbe 
big iron door and walls of the office are 
peppered with shot. The injured priso- 
ners are swearing mad about being shot 
at, and threaten to wreak a terrible ven- 
geance on Bil'y. It is not likely lhat tbe> 
will make another similar attempt, to get,

Dor 
do they now know, for' that day and hour Is 
not revealed. This time setting may,bocalled, 
as they say down south, a kind of Yankee 
guess work. This la not towwfiiu thctlme; but 
as sure as this language In-true, there will bo n 
people developed who will-know the time. Is 
there suoli a poople in existence now? Paul 
docs not use the word salvation as some flip- 
pantly do now, who say they have nol sinned 
for several years and then thank God that they 
have salvation. Paul does not use nnlvatlon 
referring t,o conversion, llbls that ss Ivatlon to 
be "revealed In the lasi time." "Receiving 
the end of your faith even the salvation of 
your soule." The laniruagoof tbe text applies 
to you to-day. You have seen the clear light 
on tbe subject of the nearness of the coming 
of Christ. If It seemed that the end was near 
ten years ago. It Is ten years nearer now. 
But 


a kind of apathy has oom«-.pver us. We Jo not 
talk of these things as wo onoe did. What are 
we doing? Are we engaged Ir. the work com- 
mitted to ta ne wo should be? Do you see la 
th« text that little ndjeotlve "high." "It l» 
liigh time." 
Ala it moans that some of (the 


precious time has already run to waste. Paul 
brings an Illustration from nature.' Wbenaro 
people the sleepiest? At nine o'clock, mid- 
night, or near raornlnr?: When I was a boy I 
had to work all night sometimes. I could keep 
awake very .well till after midnight, but as tbe 
night was nearing away near morning was the 
•sleepy time." Then Is when the thief comes. 
Paul says Ihe night Is.far spent. .Yes, the 
morning Is near. But drowsiness Is over the 
people. Says the prophet, "Watchmen, what 
of the night?" 
The .'watchman says, "Tbe 


morning cometb and also the night." There I* 
umornlngcomlng. When the Lord comes truly 
that will be a morning to the Christian. But 
how dark to the ungodly I No hope. Everlast- 
ing banishment tbelr doom. "Blackncsi of 
darkness forever." Truly "the morning com- 
etfl, and also the night." Satan will try to 
soothe men and lull them to sleep. Ho knows 
well the human mind. He will not let slip one 
opportunity to ruin souls. When he knows 
his time Is very short he will work tho more 
diligently to acocompllsh hi* 
purpose.— 


Think of these words of Christ. "This It your 
hour and the power of darkness." This wa» 
spoken when his mission on earth was about 
to be finished, when horrid darkness covered 
tbe land, bee how tbe disciples felt It. They 
slept. Christ only went a stones cast from 
them to pray. He bade them watch. 
He 


poured forth the most agonizing prayer ever 
made on earth. Peter followed bis master 
as be was lud nway but see what befell him. 


Slder Corliss spoke again In tho evening.
